There was a time, not too long ago, that 
Concordia University was known as 0- 
Line U. Every year or two, a big offensive 
lineman would attract a lot of attention 
and eventually make his way to the CFL. 


Nick Benjamin, the first pick overall in the 
1985 CFL draft, Rocco Romano of the 
any Stampeders and Paul Vajda of the 
Saskatchewan Roughriders are a few of 
the more notable former Stinger linemen 
who have gone on to enjoy great success 
at the next level. 


Over the last few years, Concordia head 
coach Pat Sheahan sees a new tren 
emerging. “Skilled players are also 
attaining pro status,” he says. 


Just about everyone has an opinion on 
why Concordia has suddenly become a 
hotbed of pro talent, but Sheahan gives a 
lot of the credit to offensive co-ordinator 
Gerry McGrath and his system. 


“We play a West Coast offence,” 
Sheahan explained. “As far as college 
goes we’re very innovative. We run a 
pro-style offence at the university level.

Former Stinger 


receiver stars in 
NBC drama 


Just about every Canadian University 
team can brag about a player or two 
who have gone on to enjoy some degree 
of success playing professional football, 
but how many can say one of their 
alumni stars in a NBC drama every 
Friday night? 


Clark Johnson, who was a receiver and 
defensive back with the Stingers from 
1976-78, plays Detective Meldrick 
Lewis on Homicide: Life on the Street. 


“It was no surprise to see he made it in 
the entertainment business,” said 
Concordia head coach Pat Sheahan, who 
was a teammate of Johnson’s in the 
late ‘70s. “He was a real character. He 
always had lots of stories to tell. He 
was very animated, a gregarious sort 
of person.” 


Johnson was a tall, fast receiver and 
defensive back, who was drafted by the 
Toronto Argonauts in 1978. But show 
business was his true love. While at 
Concordia he studied Film and pursued a 
career in it afterwards. 


At first, he found work as a camera 
assistant on various television projects, 
then he worked as a special effects 
technician. Then he decided to turn his 
attention to acting and earned film roles 
in Colors, Iron Eagle Il, Adventures in 
Babysitting and Drop Zone starring 
Wesley Snipes. 


In his spare time, Johnson directs music 
videos for rock bands and directs 
episodes of The Family Channel’s Under 
African Skies. 


Every now and then, Johnson also finds 
time to call the Concordia football office 
and ask how the Stingers are doing. In 
1993, he even attended Concordia’s 
national semifinal game at the SkyDome 
in Toronto.

Dominik Goulet: This warrior aims high 


Head coach Pat Sheahan predicts Goulet will lead the 
O-QIFC in passing this season. 


With his special talent for reading defences Goulet 
makes quarterbacking look easy. 


Terry Bradshaw once asked, “Heck, 
what is there to quarterbacking? If a 
receiver's open throw it to him. If he’s 
not open, throw it to him anyway. Let 
the guy show his athletic ability.” 


Bradshaw obviously never ran an intri- 
cate read offence or else he’d acknowl- 
edge the exceptional generalship needed 
to execute it. Perhaps he’d gain a whole 
new respect for quarterbacking if he 
spent a week or two with Concordia 
offensive co-ordinator Gerry McGrath 
and his star pupil, pivot Dominik Goulet. 


“There’s a lot to absorb in our offence,” 
McGrath said. “You have to learn differ- 
ent coverages. You have to learn the 
strengths and weaknesses of those cov- 
erages. It’s pretty detailed as far as 
things were looking at. There really is a 
lot to it. It takes a good season or sea- 
son and a half just to get comfortable 
with it.” 


Goulet, who begins his fourth season 
with the Stingers this fall, is looking for- 
ward to his first full season at the helm 
of the Concordia offence. The six-foot, 
210-pound quarterback from 
Outremont, Que., has spent a lot of 
hours preparing to run the Stingers’ 
West Coast offence, and head coach Pat 


Sheahan feels he’s ready for the respon- 
sibility. 


“Dominik is physically strong and ready 
to make an impact in 1996,” he said. “I 
predict that he will lead all 0-QIFC 
passers.” 


Perhaps Goulet’s biggest strength is his 
calm, cool, sensible approach to football. 


“The most difficult thing when you're 
teaching is to get seuntinbacks to stand 
in the pocket and read coverage,” said 
McGrath who has been coaching young 
signal-callers for more than 10 years. 
“Dominik has always had an exceptional 
ability to read coverage. He has a knack 
for knowing who’s open on the field, 
and there are a lot of pro quarterbacks 
who never develop that sixth sense for 
finding the open guy.” 


Poise is another of Goulet’s virtues. 
He’s not the type of player that’s easil 
tempted to go for a high-risk, crowd- 
pleasing play. 


“I'm patient,” he said. “I like to throw 
the football, but throw it with control — 
not just go back and launch a bomb. A 
five-yard pass and a 40-yard run by a 
receiver is more rewarding. It doesn’t 


take a great brain to throw a bomb.” 


While Goulet is regarded as a general of 
the field by most people, he prefers to 
think of himself as a warrior, just like 
his former teammates receivers André 
Bolduc (Ottawa Rough Riders) and Denis 
Montana (a first-round CFL draft pick). 


“André and Dennis, they were great 
examples to me, especially when it 
comes to work ethic and how to play 
the game like a warrior. They were 
warriors out there on the field, not foot- 
ball players. 


“| think I’m a warrior too. | had to 
work hard for everything I’m successful 
at. | can’t just go out there and play, | 
won't be successful. | have to aim much 
higher.” 


Warrior? General? To McGrath it really 
doesn’t matter. He just knows he likes 
what he sees. 


“Dominik has an attitude you really like 
in a quarterback,” he said. “He obviously 
has a passion for the game. He’s willing 
to make any sacrifice for football. He 
wants to beat the defence on every 


play.”

Uzo Ubani is an 
ace in a Stingers 
uniform 


When people hear talk about Uzo Ubani, 
inevitably someone will ask, “Isn’t he a 
pitcher with the Montreal Expos?” No 
that’s Ugueth Urbina. 


While the confusion may be a little frus- 
trating at times, it’s easy to understand 
how Ubani, a star slotback with the 
Concordia Stingers, can be thought of as a 
professional level athlete. 


“He has deceptive speed and great size 
and skill,” said head coach Pat Sheahan 
of his ace slothack. “He will be one of 
several pro prospects wearing a Stinger 
uniform this year.” 


Concordia offensive co-ordinator Gerry 
McGrath, who played seven years in the 
CFL, also sees Ubani’s potential. 


Paul Eyles is carrying on Concordia’s great tradtion 
on the defensive line. 


Fifth-year rush end Johnny Petrella, a 
two-time O-QIFC all-star, has been grab- 
bing quarterbacks and headlines for four 
years now. Danny Lavallee, also an all- 
star and a CFL draft pick, just graduated 
after five years. Before them, there was 
Paul Chesser, who wrapped up a presti-

“| think he has the talent to go on and 
play at the next level,” said the former 
pro kicker. “If he has the kind of year 
he’s capable of, he should be drafted.” 


Ubani, a product of the Greenfield Park 
Packers and Vanier College football sys- 


ious five-year career in 1993 by winnin 
the J.P. Metras Trophy, which is awarde 
to the outstanding lineman in Canadian 
university football. 


“Paul set the pace,” said Eyles of 
Chesser, now a coach with the Stingers. 
“| saw how hard he practised and how 
seriously he took game film. Danny was 
the same. They pass down a work ethic 
and some pride.” 


Eyles, who is six foot, 250 pounds, has 
had some good examples to follow, but 
now he looks forward to being the star 
and a leader. 


“After you put in so much time, slowly it 
becomes your team,” Eyles explained. “I 
like it because it forces me to play at my 
best. The coaches and the players expect 
a leader, | can’t have a garbage game and 
try to pass it off.” 


Everyone expects a great season from 
Eyles, especially Sheahan who says, “Add 
Paul Eyles to the growing list of out- 
standing players on the Concordia defen- 
sive front.” 


tems, stands six-feet, two-inches tall and 
weighs in at 200 pounds. 


“He’s a very graceful athlete,” McGrath 
said. “He has a long stride and his hands 
are good. He makes a lot of difficult 
catches look easy because of his grace.” 


In 1995, Ubani caught 30 balls. Only slot- 
back André Bolduc - with 35 receptions - 
caught more passes. Bolduc is now wear- 
ing an Ottawa Rough Riders uniform and 
catching pivot David Archer’s passes. 


Stingers wide receiver Denis Montana 
hauled in 29 balls in 1995 and he ended 
up drafted in the first round by the 
Montreal Alouettes and signing a free 
agent contract with the NFL’s Houston 
Oilers. 


Ubani should be the next Concordia 
receiver to move on to the professional 
ranks. Maybe, if the Montreal Alouettes 
draft Ubani, he can share a parking space 
with Ugueth Urbina at Olympic Stadium.
